Subject: —Price schedules showing F.A.S./F.O.B. prices of different varieties, 
grades and qualities of mica and other conditions applicable to their 
export. 

No. 27-ETC(PN) /76. —Attention is invited to Public Notice No. 31-ETC(PN/ 
75 dated the 15th July, 1975, Public Notice No. 51-ETC(PN) /75 dated the 5th 
December, 1975 and Public Notice No. 13-ETC(PN)/76 dated the 17th April, 
1976 published in Part I to Section I of the Gazette of India Extraordinary dated 
the 15th July, 1975, 5th December, 1975 and 17th April, 1976, 

2. It hag been decided to further amend the Public Notices referred to above 
a# indicated below;— I It 

(a) The existing paragraph 3 of the Public Notice published on pac# 
1815 of the Gazette of India Extraordinary dated 5th December, 
1975 referred to above shall be substituted by the following:—- 
“3. Export of Strip mica cut plates, breadth of which is not more than 
1/3 of the length, shall be allowed at FAS price equal to six 
times the price applicable to the STC size and variety of mica 
used in the manufacture of the exported product.” 

Export of: — 

Stove plates and Discs; - 
(li) Punched Washers, and 
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(lti) Other fabricated mica will, however continue to be permitted only 
at an FAS price equal to four times the price applicable to— 

STC size and variety of mica used in the manufacture of Stained B and 
better quality exported product. 

Grade and variety of mica used in the manufacture of H.S. and below 
quality exported product. 

There will, however, be no premium for thickness on any of these items. 

Export of condenser cut plates will be permitted only at an f.a.s. price equal 
to 5J times the price applicable to STC size and quality of mica used in the 
manufacture of exported product when the area of the cut plate is below li" or 
805 sq. mm. and 5 times when the area of the cut plate is 11" or 805 gq. mm. 
and above. 


(b) Paragraph 4 at page 874 of the Public Notice dated 15th July. 1975 

shall b« substituted by the following: — 

“This Public Notice will come into force with immediate effect, How¬ 
ever, export contracts for processed mica, mica waste/scrap, mica 
powder and fabricated mica entered prior to 15th July, 1975/5th 
December, 1975/17th April, 1976/18th October, 1976. covered by 
irrevocable letter of credit opened prior to 15th July, 1975/5th 
December, 1975/17th April, 1976/lBth October, 1978 and in respect 
of which shipment was due on or before 15th July, 1975/5th Dec¬ 
ember, 1975/ 17th April, 1976, shall be allowed to be executed at 
the floor prices In force prior to 15th July, 1975/5th December, 
1975/17th April, 1976/18th October, 1976. 

(c) ' Public Notice dated 15th July, 1975 shall be amended as follows:— 

(i) Annexure ‘A’—page 878—delete 22 or 21 mm dia. 

(ii) Annexure ‘A'—page 883—Note to read “Note—for mica strips 15" 

and longer in widths of 1" TLT 2" and 2" and up the prices are 
left to be settled between the buyer® and sellers, provided, how¬ 
ever, that these prices shall not be less than the corresponding 
grade price, such as for OOEES, OEES etc. as the ease may be. 
It will also not be less than the price for the TLT 15" in width 
of 2" and up. 

(ill) Annexure ‘A’—Page 883—special Additions to minimum FAS prices 
for blocks based on thickness— 

The following shall be added: — 

“1(a) Orders requiring supply of block mica in' thickness 8 mils and 
above, 10 per cent additional premium of the price of the grade 
and quality required in addition to the minimum FAS price of 
the grade and quality shall be charged.
